ROME (API—Premier Musso¬ 
lini today called on the Italian 
people to meet the menace of 
aerial warfare by moving from 
big cities Into small towns, vil¬ 
lages, and the countryside. 

Before a crowded, intent Sen¬ 
ate, II 'Duce told of Italy's read¬ 
iness for war in a speech broad¬ 
cast to all Italy and many coun¬ 
tries abroad. 

He told his people they should 
quit the cities bclore It was too 
late to escape the consequences 
of war In the air. 

He lauded Italy's war-making 
power, asserting the nation could 
"completely mobilize In a short 
time a number of units greater 
than that engaged in the battle

Five Persons Now 
III With Tetanus 

ORLANDO, Fla. (CPI — Six 
’ women have died here and flvo 
other persons have been stricken 
with tetanus In the past 24 hours 
following Inlections of "ensol" In 
treatment for cancer, President 
H. A. Day of the Orange County 
Medical Association disclosed to¬ 
day. 

Dr. Day said the six deaths had 
occurred in Orlando hospitals 
since midnight. They and the 
five in serious condition were 
stricken with tetanus (lockjaw) 
yesterday. 

Dr. Day said In every case 
death came much sooner than 
usual In tetanus cases.

Carry All Relief; Edmon¬ 
ton Requests 

EDMONTON (CP) — From 
roast to coast Ip Canada the relief 
question Is in municipal politics, 
Mayor Andrew Davison of Cal¬ 
gary told he Rowell Commission 
here today. 

elf the Dominion took over re¬ 
sponsibility for relief, he felt 
politics would enter less into, its 
administration, as the authority 
would be farther removed. 

From nls cwn experience as 
mayor of Calgary for the past 
nine years, he said members of 
the city council and the mayor 
were under almost constant pres¬ 
sure from the unemployed and

CONTRAST SEEN 

He complained against the 
small proportion of the burden 
being given the cities by the pro 
vlnce. Alberta cities received 
much less aid than cities In Sas¬ 
katchewan nnd British Columbia. 

He said Calgary had paid most 
of Its relief costs, high as they 
were, by "soaking” the taxpayers. 
However, he contended, the 
problem should be lifted entirely 
from the cities. 

“We've gol a wildcat by the 
tall, but we can’t let go and no¬ 
body else wants it." Mayor Davi¬ 
son said. 

Mayor John W. Fry of Edmon¬ 
ton said that -city had beon able 
to bear the relief load only be¬ 
cause it had fortunately taken 
over Its public utilities earlier. 

Last year these dty-owhod 
utilities, power, street railway, 
telephone, airport and water, had 
produced a surplus of (1,000,000, 
which had gone to help pay the 
relief. 

Mayor. Davison said Calgary 
had derived one-quarter of that 
amount from ita fewer utilities.

Bill Approved By House For 
Coming Year Is Increased 
By $32,348 

WASHINGTON (API — The 
United States Senate approved 
today a record peace time naval 
appropriation of $549,227‘,842 for 
the next fiscal year. 

Rejecting amendments which 
would have taken from the aec- 
retary of the navy the authority 
to contract for private construc¬ 
tion and repair of vessels, the 
Senate sent the bill back to the 
House for action on amendments. 

The appropriation!!. Increased 
a net of $32,348 over the amount 
voted by the Houae. wouli^.pro.

The show apparently has lasted 30 years 
since people first began to suspect that the 
curtain was coming down. I hadn't realized 
before that this Idea was so prevalent as far 
back as 1908. I thought It was rather new, 
but evidently people have been expecting the 
end lor some time. I dare say some ol the 
later Romans suspected the same thing and, 
lor their world, ol course, they were right. 
But there were other worlds available. Even 
11 our civilization can’t stand the shocks 
ahead, and they will be pretty bad, there is 
always another one agrowing somewhere, 
somebody to take our place. 

At least there always has been In the past. 
But Sir James Jeans, the great English 
astronomer and thinker, has lately pro¬ 
pounded the alarming notion that it may not 
be our particular civilization which is going 
under, but our whole race. Now there la 
something to think about. ' 

Sir James points out that the human ant- 
msl has only dominated the world for a very 
short time, that other species, with less 
brains, dominated It lor millions of years be¬ 
fore the first man occurred. Man has domi¬ 
nated on account ol his superior brain, lor, 
physically, he is much ...ferior to a horse or 
a dtnosaurus or many ol the larger fish. But

What Doea It Suggest? 

YV/E CAN QUITE UNDERSTAND WHY 
” the Vancouver Daily Province does not 
seem to know what to say about the brief 
which Mr. H. X MacMIDan presented to the 
Rowell Commission on behalf of the Van¬ 
couver Board of Trade and other similar 
institutions. It asked for practically every¬ 
thing that could be act down within reason¬ 
able limits, and most of the proposals were 
so fantastic as to warrant but scant con¬ 
sideration. Even chairman Chief Justice 
Rowell himself—always moat mild In rebuke 
—thought some of them were “rather Im¬ 
practical.” So the Vancouver newspaper 
takes refuge again in the Ottawa trade 
agreements and says: 

Preservation of Empire markets is of 
much greater importance to ua than any 
benefits obtainable In the claims we are 
making on the Ottawa government. Yet 
when these markets are known to he in 
Jeopardy Very little la being said or done 
about jt.

NO MJIJi COMPULSION 

To the Editor:—As far as the 
public Is concerned, there must 
be no compulsion about milk- 
drinking. It must decide whether 
or not It wishes to drink milk at 
all, and the kind of milk It will 
use. It must demand absolute 
cleanliness. 

It appears that much difference 
of opinion Is Inevitable when we 
consider the basis upon which our 
milk production and consump¬ 
tion Is erected. 

The formers and dairymen seem 
to have done their best to comply 
with the standard's demanded of 
them—whether those standards 
be right or wrong. The germ 
theory of disease Is, after all. but 
a theory. It la not a proven fact, 
so the findings derived from ft 


any part of the Empire—are no 
longer reconcilable even in ap¬ 
pearance. 

Outwardly recent British for¬ 
eign policy has been nothing but 
a series of fiascos, but It Is Im¬ 
portant to distinguish between 
Its ostensible and its real alma 
Even In the lattef fts success has 
been very limited, but Its be¬ 
trayal of Ethiopia probably kept 
Mussolini in power, while "non¬ 
intervention'’ in Spain has helped 
the rebels Immeasurably. Its 
policies have also enormously 
built up German power, but this 
will only prove entirely gratify¬ 
ing to the pro-Nazi section of the 
government and ruling class. 

On the other hand, the British 
Government has hitherto failed to 
wreck the French Popular Front, 
nor has it yet succeeded In smash¬ 
ing the Franco-Soviet under- j 
standing. 

Needless to say, even the very I 
limited success of the British; 
Government's real policy has In¬ 
creased the already serious dan¬ 
gers confronting Britain and the 
Empire.
